New York, November 13.—Virtu | 
ally total abolition of navies, instead | 
of the reduction of sixty ships pro- 
posed by Secretary Hughes at the 
Washington conference, is recommend- 
ed by William G. McAdoo, former see- 
retary of the treasury, as a necessary 
step toward permanent world peace. 

“Secretary Hughes’ proposal to 
limit the fleets of Great Britain, Ja- 
pan and the United States, while pre- 
serving their relative strength, is ad- 
mirable,” he said, “but will scarcely 
do more than lighten the tax burden, 
while leaving undestroyed the main 
evil—the menace to world peace, from

Extraordinary Story of 
the’ Great Secret the 
World Was Unwilling to 


—— 


AM quite aware that in giving 
you this story just as I was told 
it [ shall incur the charge of 
downright and deliberate lying. 
Especially I shall be told this 
by any one who knew Wilbraham 
personally. Wilbraham was not, 
of course, his real name, but |] 
think that there are certain people who 
will recognize him from this description 
of him. I[ do not know that it matters 
very much if they do, Wilbraham himself 
would certainly not mind did he know. 
(Does he know?) It was the thing above 
all that he wanted those last hours before 
he died--that I should pass on my convic- 
tion of the truth_of what he told me to 
others. What he did not know was that I 
was not convinced. How could I be? But 
when the whole comfort of his last. hours 
hung on the simple fact that I was, of 
course, I pretended to the best of my poor 
ability. I would have done more than that 
to make him happy. 
~ It is precisely the people who knew 
him well who will declare at once that my 
little story is impossible. But did they 
know him well? Does any one know any 
one else well? Aren’t we all as lonely 
and removed from one another as ma- 
riners on separate desert islands? In 
any case I did not know him well and 
perhaps for that very reason was not so 
greatly surprised at his amazing revela- 
tions—surprised at the revelations them- 
selves, of course, but not at his telling 
them. There was always in him—and | 
have known him here and there, loosely, 
in Guba and London fashion, for nearly 
twenty years—something romantic and 
something sentimental. I knew that be- 
cause it ‘was precisely those two attri- 
butes that he drew out of me. 

Most men are conscious at some time 
in their lives of having felt for a mem- 
ber of their own sex an emotion that is 
something more than simple companion- 
ship. It is a queer feeling quite unlike 
any other in life, distinctly romantic and 
the more that perhaps for having no sex 
feeling in it. 

Like the love of woman, it is felt gen- 
erally at sight, but, unlike that love, it 
is, I think, a supremely unselfish eme 
tion. [t is not acquisitive, nor possessive, 
nor jealous, and exists best perhaps when 
it is not urged too severely, but is allow 
ed to linger in the background of life. 
giving real happiness and security and 
trust, standing out, indeed, as something 
curiously reliable just because it is so lit- 
tle passionate. This emotion has an odd 
place in our English life because the men 
who feel it, if they have been to publie 
school and university, have served a 
long training in repressing every sign or 
expression of sentiment toward any oth- 
er man; nevertheless it persists, roman- 
tically and deeply persists, and the war 
of 1914 offered many curious examples 
of ft 

Wilbraham roused just that feeling in 
me. I remember with the utmost. dis- 
tinctness my first meeting with him. It 
was just after the Boer war and old 
Johnny Beaminster gave a dinner party 
to some men pals of his at the Phoenix. 

Johnny was not so old then—none of 
us were; it was a short time after the 
death of that old harpy, the Duchess of 
Wrexe, and some wag said that the din- 
ner was in celebration of that happy 
occasion. Johnny was not so ungracious 
as that, but he gave us a very merry 
evening and he did undoubtedly feel a 
kind of lightness in the general air. 

There were about fifteen of us and 
Wilbraham was the only man present I'd 
never seen before. He was only a cap- 
tain then and neither red faced nor so 
stout as he afterwards became. He was 
pretty bulky, though, even then, and with 
his sandy hair cropped close, his staring 
blue eyes, his toothbrush mustache and 
sharp, alert movements, looked the typical 
traditional British officer. 

There was nothing at all to distinguish 
him from a thousand other officers of his 
kind, and yet from the moment I saw him 
I had some especial and personal feeling 
about him. He was not in type at all the 
man to whom at that time I should have 
felt drawn. My first book had just been 
published and, although as I now perceive, 
its publication had not caused the slight- 
est ripple upon any water, the congratu 
lations of my friends and relatives, who 
felt compelled, poor things, to say some 
thing, because “they had received copies 
from the author,” had made me feel that 
the literary world was all buzzing at my 
ears. [ could see at a glance that Kip 
ling was probably the only “decent” au- 
thor about whom Wilbraham knew anv- 
thing, and the fragments of his conversa: 
tion that I caught did not promise anv- 
thing intellectually exciting from his ac 
quaintanceshin

him more than any other man in the room, 
and although I only exchanged a few 
words with him that night, I thought of 
him for quite a long time afterwards. 


It did not follow from this as it ought- 


to. have done that we became great 
friends. That we never were, although it 
was myself whom he sent for three days 
before his death to teil me his queer 
little story. It was then at the very last 
that he confided to me that he, too, had 
felt something at our first meeting “dif- 
ferent” tu what one generally feels, that 
he had always wanted tc turn our ac- 
quaintanece_inio ftriendship and had been 
too shy. I also was shy—and so we 
missed one another, as I suppose in this 
funny, constrained, traditional country of 
ours thousands of people miss one an- 
other every day. 

But although I did not 
often and was in no way intimate with 
him, I kept my ears open for any ac- 
count of his doings. From one point of 
view, the Club Window outlook, he was 
a very usual figure, one of those stout, 
rubicund, jolly men, a good polo player, a 
yood man in a house party, genial-natur-

ed, and none too brilliantly brained, whom. 


every. one liked and no one thought about. 
All this he was on one side of the re- 
port, but, on the other, there were certain 
stories that were something more than the 
ordinary. 

Wilbraham was obviously a sentimen- 
talist and an enthusiast; there was the 
extraordinary case shortly after I first met 
him of his championship of X, a man who 
had been caught in an especially bestial 
kind of crime and received a year’s 
imprisonment for it. On X leaving prison 
Wilbraham championed and _ defended 
him, put him up for months in his rooms 
in Duke street, walked as often as possible 
in his company down Piccadilly, and took 
him over to Paris. It says a great deal 
for Wilbraham’s accepted normality and 
his general popularity that this champion- 
ship of X did him no harm. It was so 
obvious that he himself was the last man 
in the world to be afflicted with <X’s 
peculiar habits. Some men, it is true, 
did murmur something about “birds of a 
feather;” one or two kind friends warned 
Wilbraham in the way kind friends have, 
and to them he simply said: “If a feller’s 
. pal he’s a pal.” 

All this might in the end have done 
Wilbraham harm had not X most happily 
committed suicide in Paris in 1905. 

There followed a year or two later the 
mu@h more celebrated business of Lady 
C. I need not go into all that now, but 
here again Wilbraham constituted himself 
her defender, although she robbed, cheat- 
ed, and maligned him as robbed 
cheated and maligned every one who was 
good to her. It was aqnite obvious that 
he was not in love with her; the obvious-

ness of it was one of the things in him 
that annoyed her. 


He simply felt apparently that she had 
been badly treated (the very last thing 
that she had been), gave her any money 
he had, put his rooms at the disposal of 
herself and her friends, and, as I have 
said, championed her everywhere. This 
affair did very nearly finish him socially, 
and in his regiment. It was not so much 
that they minded his caring for Lady C— 
(after all, any man can be fooled by any 
woman)—but it was Lady C’s friends who 
made the whole thing so impossible. Such 
acrew! Such a horrible crew! And it 
was a queer thing to see Wilbraham with 
his straight blue eyes and innocent mouth 
and general air of amiable simplicity in 
the company of men like Colonel B and 
young Kenneth Parr. (There is no harm, 
considering the later publicity of his case, 
in mentioning his name.) Well, that af- 
fair luckily came to an end just in time. 
Lady C disappeared to Berlin and was 
no more seen. 

There were other cases into which I 
need not go when Wilbraham was seen in 
strange company, always championing 
somebody who was not worth the cham- 
pioning. He had no “social tact,” and for 
them at any rate no moral sense. In him- 
self he was the ordinary normal man 
about town, no prude, but straight as a 
man can be in his debts, his love affairs, 
his friendships and his sport. Then came 
the war. He did brilliantly at Mons, was 
wounded twice, went to Gallipoli, had a 
touch of Palestine, and returned to France 
again to share in Foch’s final triumph. 

No man can possibly have had more 
of the war than he had, and it is my own 
belief that he had just a little too much 
of it. 

He had been always perhaps a little 
“queer,” as we are most of us “queer” 
somewhere, and the horrors of that hor- 
rible war undoubtedly affected him. Final- 
ly he lost, just a week before the armist- 
ice, one of his best friends, Ross Mc- 
Lean, a loss from which Ae certainly 
never recovered. 

I have now, I think, brought together 
all the incidents that can throw any kind 
of light upon the final scehe. 

In the middle of 1919 he retired from 
the army, and it was from this time to 
his death that I saw something of him. 
He went back to his old home at Hor- 
ton’s in Duke street, and as I was living 
at that time in Marlborough Chambers in 
Jermyn street we were in easy reach of 
one another. The early part of 1920 was 
a “queer time.” People had become, I 
imagine, pretty well accustomed to realiz- 
ing that those two wonderful hours of 
Armistice day had not ushered in the mil- 
lennium any more than those first mar- 
velous moments of the Russian revolution 
produced it.

Everyone has always hoped for the mft 
lennium, but the trouble since the days 
of Adam and Eve has always been that 
people have such different ideas as to 
what exactly that millennium shall be. 
The plain facts of the matter simply were 
that during 1919 and 1920 the world 
changed from a war of nations to a war 
of classes, that inevitable change that his- 
tory has always shown follows on great 
wars. . 


As. no one ever reads history, it was 
natural enough that there should be a 
great deal of disappointment and a great 
deal of astonishment. Men at the head of 
affairs who ought to have known better 
cried aloud, “how ungrateful these people 
are, after all we’ve done for them!” and 
the people underneath shouted that every- 
thing had been muddled and spoiled and 
that they would have done much better 
had they been at.the head of affairs, an 
assertion for which there was no sort of 
justification. 

Wilbraham, being a sentimentalist and 
an idealist, suffered more from this gen- 
eral disappointment than most people... Ha 
had had wonderful relations with the men 
under him throughout the war. He had 
never tired of recounting how marvelously 
they had behaved, what heroes they were, 
and that .it was they who would pull the 
country together, 


At the same time he had a naif hor- 
ror.of bolshevism and anything unconsti- 
tutional, and he watched the transforma- 
tion of his “brave lads” into discontented 
and idle workmen with dismay and deep 
distress. He used sometimes to come 
around to my rooms and talk to me: se 
had the bewildered air of a man Walking 
in his sleep. 


He made the fatal mistake of reading 
all the papers, and he took in The Daily 
Herald in order that he might see “wha@ 
it was. these fellows had to say for them- 
selves.” 


The Herald upset him terribly. Its 
bland assumption that Russians and Sinn 
Feiners could do no wrong, but that the 
slightest sign of assertion of authority on 
the part of any government was “wicked 
tyranny,” shocked his very soul. I re- 
member that he wrote a long, most earn- 
est letter to Lansbury, pointing out to 
him that if he subverted all authority and 
constitutional government his own party 
would. in its turn be subverted when it 
came to govern. Of course, he received 
no answer. 

During these months Y eame to love 
the man. The attraction that I had felt 
for him from the very first deeply under- 
lay all miy relation to him, but as I saw 
more of him I found many very positive 
reasons for my KMking. He was the sim- 
plest, bravest, purest, most loyal, and most 
unselfish soul alive.

HE history of man’s conduct shows 

that however much he desires his 
peaceful life, the moment what he eon- 
ceives to be his country’s interest—which 
he looks at as his interest—is threatened, 
he will throw his tools of peace into the 
corner and seize those of war.

Men 
always have done, and unless we can find

There is another significant possibility 
to limitation, one on which the lovers of 
peace may rightfully count—certainly be- 
liavers in war do not overlook it—and that 
is the chance that the enforced breath- 
ing spel] gives for improving and develop- 
ing whatever peace machinery we have 
started.

OW is it that different pcople, 
with practically the same equip- 
ment as to knowledge and ex- 
perience of music, listen to— 
and hear—so_ differently the 
same music?

New York, November 13.—Virtu | 
ally total abolition of navies, instead | 
of the reduction of sixty ships pro- 
posed by Secretary Hughes at the 
Washington conference, is recommend- 
ed by William G. McAdoo, former see- 
retary of the treasury, as a necessary 
step toward permanent world peace.

We rowed on up 
yiver and, when we reached Omar's vil- 
lage, I found that the people had been 
busy for days, preparing the festivities in 
honor of my return. 

After grecting the people, I went ¢ 
rectly to the cage of the orang-outangs. 
They showed little fight, and. 1 was en- 
couraged to find that they were not too 
despondent. I did not want to risk trans- 
porting them until they had begome thor- 
oughly accustomed to captivity—or at least 
as much accustomed to it as is possible 
for orang-outangs. For homesickness grips 
them just as it grips human beings, and 
they become pitiable objects. If they re- 
fuse to eat, it Is scareely worth while to 
spend time and money in transporting 
them, for seasickness and the excitement 
of traveling will kill them. I had been 
lucky enough to find my captives eating 
quietly and taking life ealuly. 

The celebration lasted until dawn, but 
J excused myself early and went to bed. 
Omar explained to his people that I would 
become ill again unless I rested, and they 
escorted me to the house with all tne 
eeremonious attention that they would 
have shown to royalty. I did not appre- 
ciate at the time quite how near }] was to 
being a royal person in their eyes, but I 
found out later that Ali, during my ab- 
sence, had been absolutely shameless in 
the tales he told about me. I habitually 
dined with sultans and rajas; I was an 
exorcist, renowned the world over; I 
feared no hantu (ghost) and, in addition 
to all that, I was a master of hobatan 
(magic), who, by using his powers, could 
capture e'ephants as if they were mon- 
keys.

Gradually they became accustomed to him, 
and, although they were far from ac- 
eepting him as a friend, they did know 
him. and realize that he was not there to 
hurt or annoy them. All others, except 
the headman and myself, were kept away 
from the cages. 

Food was always placed in the trans- 
portation cages, and, since the animals 
were deprived of each other’s company, 
they became accustomed to spending their 
fime in them. That, of course, was ex 
actly what I wanted, and the prospects 
looked more encouraging each day. 

We spent the next two weeks in trap- 
ping and snaring, and I kept the men of 
the kampong busy all the time, either at 
collecting the anirtals or at building cages 
for them. 1 was forunate enough to get 
one proboscis-monkey. It is a rare, long- 
nosed species, difficult to capture. My 
standing orders from zoological gardens 
all over the world always included one of 
these creatures, but this was the only one 
i ever caught. We found him hopelessly 
tangled in a net we had put up near a 
watering place. He was a fine specimen, 
two feet high, with long arms, legs anc 
tail, and a nose that measured two inches. 


elt animals in the way in which 
i we caught this monkey is one of the 
easiest and best modes of collecting. The 
size of the net and of the meshes will de- 
pend entire!y upon what one hopes to cap- 
ture. Onr nets varied from eight feet 
square to fifteen feet long by tén feet 
wide. The meshes measured from two to 
four inches. The net is placed at a spot 
where animals are sure to pass; it is sus 
pended across the trail and held in place 
by light bamboo poles. Leaves and grass 
are seattered over it until it cannot be 
distinguished from the ground. When an 
begins to struggle, instead of quiet'y work- 
ing his way out. Within a minute he has 
himself so tangled in the meshes that il 
is simetimes necessary to cut the net to 
get him out. One great advantage con 
nected with this method of trapping is 
that the animal is never injured; he sim 
ply wears himsel? ont and then, exhatisted 
Stays in the net until some one comes 
along to release him. A eat animal, for 
Mxample, comes running into a net; its 
feet cateh and it goes tumbling, rolling 
over and Over, roaring and pawing. In a 
few seconds it becomes so tangled that it 
cannot move an inch. Its cries bring the 
men Who have been posted as Jookouts, 
and they carry it back to the kampong 
on poles. 

Contrary to the general idea, cat ant 
mals, such as tigers and leopards, are the 
easiest to catch in traps as well as nets 
The work is as simple as baiting a rat- 
trap. and it requires little sagacity. <A 
box-trap with a spring-door will make a 
eatch time after time, with no more trou: 
ble than transferring the animal to a 
transportation cage aud rebaiting the trap 
with a chicken or « smail goat. It is wise 
to allow.a fairly long runway between 
door and bait ihat the captive will 
not be injured whon the door springs shut. 
After recovering from the surprise of 
finding itself trapped, the animal eats the 
bait, which supplies it with food until the

of inspection. It is just routine work, in- 
volving but little excitement. 

Among ;the animals we captured while 
working from Omar’s Kampong were three 
gibbons, or wah-wahs. These are also 
known as flying» gibbons, because they 
make such long leaps from tree to tree. 
They are a tailless breed of monkey, rath- 
er rare and extremely difficult to catch. 
Once @aptured, they become affectionate 
pets and they command a good price for 
that reason. They have soft, downy, light 
brown, silver-grey or yellow hair, black 
faces and large, round, expressive eyes.

k along steadily during the ten days | 
spent with Omar. By the time the orang- 
outangs were ready to travel, we had thre: 
cibbons, four baby orang-outangs, one pro 
boscis-monkey, ten black monkeys, eight- 
een long-tailed monkeys, twenty-two pig 
tailed monkeys, three pythons, which ay- 
eraged eight feet in length, two sambu 
deer, one sunbear, three wildeats, fom 
ciyet-cats, four porcupines, one ant-eate: 
and two armadillos. 

We slipped the bars over the open end 
of the cages in which the big fellows wer 
(Oo travel, and lashed them securely with 
rattan ropes. Since the boats at the kam- 
pong were too sma!l., I had two large rafts 
made of bamboo and I placed all the cages 
on them.

“] the boats and rafts and started dowr 
the river. The people lined the banks 
shouting and wishing us a safe journey; 
others followed us in boats. At each vil- 
lage, the natives swarmed out to see the 
animals and wish us luck.

_At Grips With Sudden Death While Trapping Man-Faters 


Leaving Ali in charge of the animals, 
i went ashore and found that a steamer 
was sailing for Signapore the next morn- 
ing. I made arrangements for shipping, 
and then went to the resident’s house to 
pay my respects. Dr. Van Erman was 
there and, aiter luncheon, | took the resi- 
dent and the doctor out to see my eatch. 
The resident was profuse in his congratu- 
lations and he confirmed my belief that 
the orang-outangs were -the largest ever 
captured in Borneo. 


MAR and Munshee assisted in the work 

of loading the crates on the steamer, 
because they felt that their obligation to 
me did not end until we had the animals 
clear of Borneo. 1 felt, of course, that 1 
was under obligation to them for all the 
fine work they and their people had done 
for me, and Il-wanted them to accept some 
monéy for their services. They refused 
at first but finally they gave in. From 
heir point of view, they had made suffi- 
cient profit, mere'y in prest.ge, both with 
their own people and with the resident 
[ madeefhiem my agents in their districts 
and toak them with me to the offices of 
the steamship company while 1 arranged 
to hawe any animals they brought to Pon- 
tianak shipped to me at Signapore. When 
we sailed the next day, they were in their 
boats alongside, waving and yelling. 

There was great excitment in Signa~- 
pore when the story of the orang-outangs 
got about. Hordes of people came to see 
them unloaded. I ealled upon the police 
to keep the crowd back, for I was afraid 
fhe excitement might be too much for the 
heasts. 

At mv animal house, | put them ina 
quiet spot and Ali in charge with 
strict orders against Isiting too many peo- 
ple come to see them. Then I went to 
the eable office and sent to the Antwerp 
Zoological Gardens news of the capture. 

There was no qnestion in my mind as 
to what the answer to my cablegram 
would be, and,. before it arrived, I made all 
the arrangements for shipping. Antwerp 
offered $10,000 each for the animals de- 
livered. I knew that | could get offers of 
525,000 or more in the United States, but 
that the orangs would not be ab‘e to stand 
thea voyage. I sent another message to 
Antwerp, saying that I was sailing and 
requesting that arrangements be made for 
shipping by rail from Marseilles. 

A few days later, the cages were swung 
nboard and we started eastward. Ali 
accompanied me to eare for the animals. 

From the moment the steamer headed 
out to sea, the orang-sutangs began to 
fail. They became dentily seasick, es- 
pecially the female, and refused food. Ali 
and I were with them constantly, tempting 
their appetites with ehoice bits of food 
and doing everything possible to make 
them comfortable. The male grew better 
but the female lost streneth rapidly. Fi- 
naily she slumped down to the floor of 
the cage, unable to sit up: she paid no at- 
tention to us when we reached into the 
cage and touched her. 

One morning she curled up on the 
floor, buried her face in her arms and 
died. ‘Through her death 1 lost a great 
deal of money, but I could not help feel- 
ing relieved. She had been so abjectly 
miserable and she had seemed so human 
in her suffering! I have often wondered if 
{he male had any idea that she was dead, 
Se ceased to improve in health and he 
became morose. Many days of anxiety 
followed; every minute I expected the mes- 
sage that the poor fellow was dying.

DETAILS OF PROPOSAL 
LAID BEFORE EXPERTS 


‘British Delegation Hope- 
| ful That Hughes Will 
Be Equally Frank on 
Far East.

Washington, November 13.—Formal 

agreement with the principle laid 
}down by Secretary Hughes for limit- 
| ing and reducing naval armament will 
| probably be made by British and Jap- 
anese spokesmen in the cpen session 
of the arms conference Tuesday. As 
to the application of the far-reaching 
' proposal of the American secretary of 
state, however, there must of necessity 
be thought and study of experts that 
will require some time. 

In other words, while the confer- 
ence has started off with spectacular 
expeditiousness, it is too much to hope 
that the complex details ot working 
out the Hughes plan can be settled 
Already, for example, 1} oth 
British and Japanese experts are 
, working on counter proposals. These, 
however, details, the British 
being primarily interested in the ques- 
tion of complementary vraft—smaller 
vessels of war—while the main Japa- 
nese concern is with aircraft in which 
Japan is weak, and in the relativity 
of her naval force, which Hughes plac- 
ed at 60 per cent but which Admiral 
Kato believes should be 70 »>er cent. 

Aircraft Not Mentioned. 

It was noted that Hughes’ program 
did not comprehend reduction of air- 
craft, the reason for this being that 
in development of this branch of de- 
fense and offense, commercial needs 
| render limitation of aeroplanes almost 
| linpossible. 

But, generally speaking, both the 
British and Japanese delegations sup- 
port the Hughes principle ef limita- 
tion. and reduction. ‘The clear and 
frank program set forth by the Amer” 
ican secretary, while expected by those 

| in intimate touch with the American 
delegation, came as a complete: sur- 
prise to all the delegates. There was 
a rumor current among the delegations 
that Britain knew in advance what 
the American proposal would be. This, 
however, was not the case. No one, 
save for a few experts and the Amer- 
|i¢o> delegation, were advised of 
Hughes’ plan before he launched it. 

There comes now the all-important 
| question of Working out a solution of 
Kar Eastern questions, upon which 
| limitation of armament is in large 
| measure contingent. Committees

“Secretary Hughes’ proposal to 
limit the fleets of Great Britain, Ja- 
pan and the United States, while pre- 
serving their relative strength, is ad- 
mirable,” he said, “but will scarcely 
do more than lighten the tax burden, 
while leaving undestroyed the main 
evil—the menace to world peace, from 
continued naval armaments,”
